Circular Urging Race War 


Found On Street Sent 


to Official 


Federal officers here took a hand 


in the tracing of circulars, which 
are alleged 
have been distributed 


among colored people in Madison, in 
an attempt to indicate a race war 
as a means to obtin for the negro 
absolute political independence and 
all civil rights enjoyed by his white 
brother. One of the circulars, bear- 
ing a caption, "The Tulsa Massa- 
cre," wa*"turned over to''Asst. TJ. S. 
Dist. Atty. Arthur Mulberger to- 
day. It was found on the street in 
Madison. 


Mr. Mulberger forwarded the cir- 


cular, together with a letter of ex- 
planation, to Henry Stroud, head of 
the department of justice, in Mil- 
waukee. 
An investigation will be 


started to trace 'the source of the 
literature. Whether or not the cir- 
culars were printed in Madison is 
not known by officials, 
but 
Mr. 


Stroud will make it a point to learn 
the origin of -the propaganda. 


The circular calls upon the white 


workers of the country to come to 
(•he aid of the exploited negro. 
Mr. 


Mulberger said today that the origi- 
nators of the literature were guilty 
of being accessories before the fact 
and if,'they can 
be apprehended 


criminal prosecutions are likely to 
follow. 
He said that the circular 


calls upon the negroes, to use vio- 
lence in-obtaining desired rights and 
that this is in open violation of the 
law. 


The authors of the propaganda 


seized upon the Tulsa race riot of 
June 1 as the match with which to 
ignite race hatred throughout the 
country. This riot is used as a ba- 
sis for the appeal in the circular. 
Madison negroes deny knowing any- 
thing about the circular and declare 
that it is not 
being 
distributed 


among colored people in this ciiy. 
There is no feeling of disloyalty 
among the negroes here, they say.

of these things the administrative 
branch of the government has not 
only spoken, it has acted and has 
accomplished. 
In view of some of tne things 


which have been said, and very care- 
lessly said, perhaps I ought to re- 
port officially some of the 
things 


which have been done. In the de- 
partment of war 
riskv insurance 


there have been filed up to July 7, 
1921, 
compensation and insurance 


claims numbering 813,442. Of these 
747,786 have been adjudicated, at 
an 
expenditure 
of $471,946,762. 


There were 200,000 claims pending 
when the war risk department was 
reorganized late in April this year, 
and the number of pending claims 
has been reduced by 134,344. 


All work in this department will 


be' current by the 21st .of this July, 
that is to say; all action which the 
bureau may take on a given case 
will be current, though new claims 
are being filed at the rate of 700 
per day. 
There have been requested 887, 


614 medical examinations and less 
than 14,000 await medical action. 
Up to July 7, there have been 26,237 
disabled soldiers hospitalized and in 
government controlled hospitals to- 
day there are 6,000 available beds 
without occupants. 
You .. are al- 


ready aware of the progress made 
toward the construction of addi- 
tional government hospitals, not be- 
cause we are not meeting all de- 
mands,'but to better meet them and 
the better to specialize in the treat- 
ment of those who come under our 
care. 


There has been paid out in allot 


ment and allowances the 
sum of 


$578,466,658, and nearly 4,000,000,- 
000 of .government insurance is in 
force. 


In vocational training and reha- 


bilitation of disabled soldiers there 
have been enrolled to' date 107*24 
men. 
Today there are 75,812 men 


who are training with pay, at the 
maximum cost of $160 per month; 
8,208 training without pay, but at, a 
tuition and supply outlay of $35 per 
raonfh. 
Four • thousand 
disabled 


men have completed their training 
and have been returned to gainful 
employment These earned an av- 
erage of $1,051 per year before en- 
tering the army, and are earning to- 
day in spite of their war disability 
and in spite qf diminished wage- or 
salary levels an average of $1,550 
per annum. It is an interesting 
revelation and a fine achievement^ 
attended Ijy both aiuses and tri- 
umphs.. Congress has appropriated 
$65,000,000 for this noble work for 
the current year, but the estimated 
acceptance of training for the year 
before us contemplates an average 
of 95,000 disabled men and the cost 
will be in excess of $163,000,000. 


This additional sum must be made 


available. With the increase of 
availability to training, as recently 
urged upon congress, the estimated 
additional expenditure will be $463,- 
000,000 per annnm until the pledge 
of training is discharged. These 
figures .suggest neither neglect'nor 
ingratitude. It is more than the en- 
tire annual cost of federal govern- 
ment for many years following the 
civil war, and challenges every 
charge of failure to deal consider- 
ately with onr nation's defenders. I 
do not recite the figures to suggest 
that it is all we may do, or ulti- 
mately ought to do. It is inevitable 
that our obligations will grow and 
grow enormously. We never ha»e 
neglected and -never will neglect the 
depwdent, soldiers and there is no 
way to avoid Time's remorseless 
c]*MiBcatibns.

When congress was called in ex- 


traordinary session I called your at- 
tention to the urgent measures which 
I thought demanded your considera- 
tion.

In view of the peculiar circumstances involved in the matter of the death 


of Richard Scott Lawrence, and with facts and circumstances, giving ample 
reasons to suppose and suspicion that an offense had been committed, your 
committee proceeded to co-operate with the district attorney ID an endeavor 
to reach a definite conclusion with respect to manner in which Mr. Lawrence 
came to'his death. 


It was readily seen, that the facts and circumstance) at baud were Insuffi- 


cient to warrant a definite determination when considered from the stand- 
mint of admissible evidence and cross-exaiuination. After careful conaidera- 
ion and with the advise and consent of District Attorney Lewis, we con- 
cluded that the simplest, most practical. Inexpensive and reliable method of

IS senatorial colleagues report that Reed Sntoot has in 
somnla. 
Smoot's inability to sleep developed after his friend Lodge, 


G. 0. P. leader of the upper house, was beaten by 24 to 27 when 
ho moved tin adjournment of the Senate until August 9. With 
n party majority of 22 the Republican leader was unable to even 
force nn adjournment. The spectacle was enough to make the 
late Boss Aldrich turn over in his grave. 


For what happened to Lodge has happened in recent trials 


of power to President Harding, Speaker Gillett, the great Smoot 
himself, and even to Penrose. 


The Republican Party, for a?! its 7,500,000 popular major- 


ity, is bojrged down, and it apparently is not going to respond 
to the touch of any driver now licensed by the party councils. 


In Lodge's case, the issue was so clear that Norris of the 


Committcee on Agriculture had only to voice his scorn of the 
leader's trick and the revolt was won. Norris said that the 
proposed adjournment was an attempt to evade the considera- 
tion of the terrible conditions now facing the farmers. 
The en- 


tire "farmer bloc" of 22 senators from agricultural states ral- 
lied against Lodge's motion. They said that the party would 
not be permitted to dodge the farm credits issue, ,lhe grain fu- 
tures issue or any other ij-'sue involved in the farm problem. 
Ar.d 
the soldier bonus bill w;;s included in the indictment. 
Harding has met two defeats of a peculiarly h-amiiiating 


sort. First he tried secretly, by private conferences with in- 
dividuals, to kill the Borah amendment to the naval bi?l, pro- 
viding for a disarmament conference with Britain and Japan. 
When he was unable to defeat this measure by steu-th or by the 
prestige of his office, he turned about and assured Congress 
that he welcomed the Borah measure.

The spectre of the soldier bonus 
bill, with its call for two billions from a Treasury that cannot.

has been an absolute failure, so far 
as finding employment for the blind 
people, and putting them to work. 
ily experience teaches me that 
there is nothing in common between 
these two kinds of people; and can- 
not -be, because the people who can 
see will not ordinarily 
associate 


very much with the others; and it 
is only 
because of some 
cjrcum 


stances that there is ever more than 
a passing acquaintance. 
Yet, the 


blind, by themselves are a happy 
set, and regard themselves as but 
litle, if any, handicapped, when they 
can be employed. 
Any statement, 


or report, by the State field worker 
to the contrary notwithstanding,— 
and I suggest that you get of the 
State Board of Control a copy of 
the report made to it by what they 
call their State Field Worker,—cov- 
ering her work for the past. year. 
See what it amounts to; and what 
little, in a material way, will be ac- 
complished -under the suggestions 
there made. Personally, I will say 
of it, that it shows and entire lack 
of any understanding whatever of 
what the blind can do, and what 
can be done for them. As a matter 
of'fact, it is merely report of the 
bad conditions that have always ex- 
isted, w i t h o u t understanding 
enough of the problem to make any 
sensible suggestions as to how most 
of the blind can be, and want to- be, 
employed. 


I understand the State has spent 


lots of money in workshops, and 
other,places, that has given employ- 
ment to-but very few blind people; 
and it is from this workshop, aided 
and/assisted by other State em- 
ployees, similarly employed, that 
the proposed new law originated, 
and it comes from the danger a- 
rising.to State jobs from the efforts 
that the blind themselves are mak- 
ing to be employed.
